CARBON DIOXIDE 
HAS NEW POWERS 

Dr. MacLean Uses it as a 
Disinfectant 

"Tlie (iermicldal Value of Carbon 
Dioxide," was the subject of Dr. 
MaoLoan's address yesterday after- 
noon before the Chemical Society. 
Not much is known yot about tlie 
sterilizing power of Curbon dio.xide, 
and most of the Information obtained 
Is from Dr.; Mticl. can's own researches, 
lie bus made many loi portail I disco- 
veries. Or. Italian also spoke on the 
sterilization of spring water. Mr. 
llebcrt, President of tho llradtiuto 
Students ,prcsided ai the meeting. 

K'hn disinfecting power of carbon 
dioxide was first noticed when an epi- 
demic of typhoid broke out at Coteau, 
it was found that the germs came 
from ginger alo bottles. After oxporl- 
montine and making inoculations. Or. 
Macl.eaii got imnorlaul results. lie 
found thai any growth could be dus- 
I ro'yotl by filling (he bottlos with Car- 
bonic m ill ;;us at a sufficiently high 
pressure. This pressure must he from 
tiii lo To pounds per square inch, and 
coMinued lor thirty days. The g-in- 
Kor-ale manufacurers al iNrsi objected, 
thinking that (he high pressure would 
broak ihc hot tics, but it was aftor- 
ivardn found (bat they would bear this 
pressura , The usual charge of car- 
bonic acid had been 10 pounds pot- 
square inch. Inn Ibis was nut sul'fi- 
clcnt to prodtico slcrlllisatiou; 

These discoveries are of reconl ile 
vclopincnt and arc very Vtiltieablo 
from the hygienic standpoint. Or. 
MacLoau has made many o.Nperinients 
on the method of cottntyig and isolat- 
ing the bacteria. Ho showed actual 
Inflicted bicittUis with which lie had

By 
using enough carbonic acid gas to 
saturate the spring water al atmos- 
pheric pressure, tin; growth of fungi 
may be stopped.

Fifteen Toronto men, five Queen's men and twelve McGill 
men will go into the finals of the Intercollegiate Assault-Al-Arms 
in the Union to-night. Last night's bouts were excellent and well 
satisfied the large crowd. The decisions were close in the majority 
of cases and all the good qualities which accompany university 
sport were in evidence. The enthusiasts, except in one or two rare 
instances, managed to control their applause during the fights but 
they literally had to hold their seats to do so. 

Queen's is practically out of the running as the result of the 
i eliminations and Toronto Varsity and McGill will be the real çon- 
SnrJers for the title. No one will argue over that point. The Blue 
ind White squad has made a wonderful showing up to the present 
. time, losing only one bout last night, and their boxers and grapplers 
will take a lot of stopping if they are to be kept a distance from 
the coveted honours. But McGill has twelve men left in the lists 
and if the breaks are even, there is a strong possibility that: the 
Red and White representatives will be able to gather the necessary 
points. 

But though the athletes from Kingston are not in the top ranks 
as point getters, they have made an excellent impression because of 
their gameness, several of the wearers of the tri-colour receiving 
whole-hearted plaudits from the fans. , In two cases at least King- 
— «ton men were pounded out of the ring until they were groggy, 
Wavering on their feet, but they took their punishment and went 
down fighting. 

In our own ranks we have met with reverses but in no caw is 
there need for excuses. Our men who lost gave the best they had, 
Î look what was coming and never complained. To those McGill 
1 J men already out of the battle we say "Thank you," and to all those 
who fight to-night, whether they be from sister universities or from 
our own halls, we say, "May the bouts be good ones and may 
the best men win."

We Should Learn the Ideas 
of Foreigner* 

That Ihe outlook of (he East | h 
Blilrltiinl w.hlln Hie utillook of tho Went

sion obtained by HsIoiiIiir It, the de- 
btto at .the Cosmopolitan Club <„, 
Thursday lilghti The subject debuted 
was "Itenolved Hint tho ISttstern Civ- 
ilization has contributed morn to world 
|in>a.rcp)i limn hntt Ihe Western Civil- 
isation. ICnntern Civilization wnii up- 
held by Fong and Bliigh, while Cot- 
ter and Dotibllet spoke for Ihe West. 
After the debate there was froo dis- 
cussion 011 the subject, and members 
gave some very orlt;lriiil and Strange 
Ideas, iilthouab there was no deelsloo. 

When Opoiilpg I lie meotln(r, the 
fiesldeiit of the cli/b urged tNnt 
s'.tidoiils should try lo come In contact 
with mon of other nationalities and 
know their Ideas. "There would l.c 
loss Htifferlnit In tho world," he said, 
"ir inoro of un woro Intorestod in 
learning the thoughts and viewpoints 
01 others." 

Kong, siitipoilliiB the East, opened 
the debate. He claimed that the aw- 
ful effects of Ihe last war were due 
to Ihe .competitive nnd destructive 
ambition of western countries. The 
spirit of Chinese Civilization, which 
,waa founded as early n:i 4G37 II. C. 
was based on the great Cbincso laws 
of Morality. Tho Christian religion 
originated in Iho Ettst. Undertaking!) 
like the Great Wall of China are a 
challenge to Western inventions. 

The rirat speaker for tho negative 
was Potter. Ilo claimed that wars 
wor 0 as common In tho East as In the 
West. The Eastern civilization did 
precede Western Civilization he nd- 
nilttcd. but the people of the flast 
mado no real use of their advance 
knowledge as they wcro naturally 
very conservative. Il 0 outlined the 
progresa made In learning, sclencee 
like Chemistry, Electricity, and Vîn- 
glneorlng, and the Increased comforts 
of man since the Renaissance in tho 
East. Although the Christian religion 
originated In the. East, It has been 
developed in the. West. Western meth- 
ods of government arc far superior to 
tho despotic tyrannies of Eastern 
countries. 

Singh, tho next speaker for the 
negative, claimed that the mathem- 
atics and numerals now used In the 
Western World were originally 
brought from the East; India has 
produced great writers and her phii? 
osophy and psychology are the found- 
ation for western philosophy. West- 
ern civilization, he said, waa purely 
material. The scientists of , the East 
received their lessons from nature, 
ar.d were not trained In colleges.,-;. ; 

Dotibllet refuted some of his oppon- 
ents' arguments. He spoke of tho 
weakness of .Eastern, Philosophy. The 
standard of living in the East waB 
very low. Tho Western n > au makes 
nature his servant instead of fearing 
it. "l£ the West has taken the torch 
of civilization from the Eust, they 
haye lsept it burning brightly through 
the ageB," ho finished.
